1 am aware of 
the fact that, a few grains of poisoned 
ynuu will kill a Biiuirrel, hut the rahhits 
and gophers will not eat the poisoned 
grain. 


Now it routs from f 15 to $20 per year 


for poisoned grain here. Who pays for 
it? My idea in that each lot owner, or 
each order or church .society having an 
interest in tbe cemetery, furnish poi- 
soned grain or the money to pay for it. 
I will do all 1 can to exterminate the 
po°ls. I find that cats do good semen 
in destroying tbe animals and I have 
about a dozen fur that purpose; as for 
tin; dogs— ammunition will do for them 
if caught destroying the graves.

A "RULE OR RUIN" POLICY. 


"Rule or ruin" is not n plank in tho 


Populist platform, but it will hardly be 
eeriotwly denied that it is one of the 
principle under which the party is 
working. Everywhere that the party IB 
in power or attempting to get in power, 
that spirit « manifest to an extent 
which cannot he considered otherwise 
by reasoning men in the party than 
dangerous and deplorable lo the extent 
to which it exieta. 


Conformity to dialing law and a rea- 


sonable rej,Tird for Ihe rights and the 
opinions of others are principles which 
He at the very base of a popular govern- 
ment. Remove them, and violence, 
confusion, prejudice and hate take the 
place of patriotism, of confidence and 
stability, and peace and prosperity are 
driven from the land. 


Both Kansas and Colorado have suf- 


eered untoH loaa, both in reputation 


- and material proaperity, by this "rule or 


ruin" policy of Populism. Governor 
Waite, whom record has just been in 
doreed by a ^nomination, although in 
opposition to a large body ol Populists, 
who withdrew from the convention be- 
cause they were arbitrarily denied the 
right of free speech, ia a fair aample of 
the Populiet who helievea that the ma- 
chinery of tht law ia a thing not worth 
trifling with. According to the official 
actiox of Mr. Waite, it is a better policy 


'bother that party conies into pow«r or 


not. 


For a number of years past the brain 


and conscience of American citizenship 
has been allowing its advancement by 
the growing independence of the in- 
dividual voter—a breaking away from 
UiothmWom of partisanship to perlorma 
higher obligation to llic public Rood. 
Kmunicipation from parUsnniem is by 
no means as complete as it will be, but 
its results are already eeen to the grati- 
fication ol all men who are nipable of 
understanding the crying need of purifi- 
cation at tho fouutain head of popular 
government and who have an honest 
desire for their country's welfare. 


It is no longer possible in an en- 


lightened American community to se- 
lect men who arc known incompetents 
or 
rascals to responsible positions 


merely because they secure a nomina- 
tion from a political party. The in- 
dependent manhood of tho American 
citizen has put tho 6eal of condemna- 
tion on "yellow clog" politics and its 
extinction as n political evil, as the 
chief power of machine politics, is only 
a question of time. 


Hut the Populiet of Fresno county, 


and throughout the state according to 
popular report, propose to turn back 
the hands of the clock and cultivate in 
the minds of its membership the dis- 
carded doctrine that a party ticket 
handcuffs the conscience and intelli- 
gence ot the citizen, ami that out of 
fealty to "principle" the incompetent 
or scoundrel who may find a place on 
the ticket must bo juat aa loyally sup- 
ported aa the honest man who is fit to 
serve the people in the place to which 
he aBpireE. 


The eitent to which the alleged re- 


formers who have the Populist move- 
ment in charge are carrying this "prin- 
ciple" HO dear to the political thug and 
ward boas has just been illustrated in a 
very striking manner down in Kings 
county. The editor of a Populist paper 
at Han ford has been making himself 
objectionable to the boaaes and office 
hunting element in the party by Btrong 
symptoms of independence in regard to 
some of the nominees on the ticket, and 
as independence in the revised Populist 
creed is something to be stamped out as 
akin t/i treason, a job was put up on the 
unsuspecting Populiat editor that cer- 
tainly does credit to the ingenuity of the 
Belt-styled reformers if not to their de- 
cency. 


Tho objectionable editor was invited 


to come to Hanfonl to make a speech on 
the subject of land ownership and taxa- 
tion, which hccl'il with strict adherence 
to the plank on that subject in the party 
platform but that .'id not prevent the 
parties of whom the speaker was the in- 
vited guest to take advantage of the op- 
portunity to make an exceedingly bitter 
attack upon him and his paper, holding 
them up to public execration and scorn, 
and pouring viala of wrath upon him 
until the eloquence :iml vituperation of 
some half a ilim-n patriots was ex- 
hausted. 


The astonished subject of this tirade 


Bat calmly under the shower of abuse, 
and when hid detractors finally con- 
cluded, he arose and very quietly in- 
formed them that aa a free born Ameri- 
can citizen he proposed to consult hia 
own intelligence and own conscience in 
reinrito the candidates ho would and 
would not support, and that in every iu- 
sttinco in which he declined to support 
Populist nominees he had honest and 
Buflicicnt reason? for 80 doing. 


This is not an important incident in 


itself, but it serves very well indeed to 
illustrate the "rule or ruin" spirit 
evinced by tho Populists, and their utter 
disregard for the rights of those who de- 
cline to subscribe to their doctrine and 
policy. 


It is not a policy from which any good 


can ever coinu. It is antagonistic to the 
spiritofgomrine, honest reform, and its 


vil effects will bo felt after the name of 
lie party has passed into eternal obliv- 
on. The evil which men do lives after 
hem, and the si 
.olitical parties. 


A new ward school house is just being

SUCCESS AT REEDLEY. 


On account of recent winnings in the 


Chinese lotteries of this city, the atten- 
ion of a considerable portion of tho pub- 
ic has been attracted to that subject of 
ito. And those who have looked on 
rom the outside, as well as those who 
uay have looked on from a nearer range 
)f vision, have noticed an apparent in- 
crease in the 
volume of 
business 


irhich these lotteries do. But, if there 
ias been a growth it has been only an 
ncreace in a business which has Hour- 
shed like a green bay tree ever since 
Fresno was a town. Tim Chinese lot- 
eries have been here ever since the Chi- 
icse were here in any considerable num- 
bers. There is nothing new in tlic eitn- 
ition. except it probably is that the 
jusiness lias increased somewhat in 
volume. 


At irregular intervals there have been 


jpasmodii; protests against the lotteries 
jy a portion of the public. Hut there 
never lias been any determined or coii- 
jo nt ruled effort tu 
break them up. 


There is no scarcity of county, township 
and city o Ulcers, ft is the duty of nil 
alike to supprcDHtho evil. It IB no more 
the duty ol one than of another to do it, 
and experience in this case lias shown, 
as has been shown in many other ptncea, 
that what is everybody's business in no- 
body's bllBillCSB. 


The evening paper goes out of its way 


to charge that, these lotteries are run 
under the protection of Sheriff Scott 
and one of hia deputies. It would have 
been just as true to have said that the 
lotteries are run under tho protection of 
thu city ma re hal. Hut the Btntcmci.t 
would not hu truo in either case. The 
lotteries are not run under thu protec- 
tion of any otllccr or ofllccrs. Tliere is 
no protection about it. Tho duty of 
breaking im the business fulls alike on 
the city olliL-cra, the townehip ollti'cre 
and tLu county oil leers. . 


That no effert has been made by tlic 


city olllcers, nor by any other olliccrs, 
to check the lotteries, ia no reason why 
it should not be done. H would t>e 
very hard to make much propn.'HS in 
breaking up the illegal business without 
the support of tho general public. So 
long as citizens are willing to buy 
tickets in these lotteries, it is going to 
be a hard matter to break them up.
